Close enough to their assigned site that they can walk-to6. the 
site should there be conditions making the normal means of 
transportation impossible. Alternate responders are built into 


the ARES/RACES plans as are -etios Operators for wse should the 
crisis be a long lasting one. 


Amateur Fadio Airborne or Mobile Television capabilities are on 
call te provide visual coverage af any area or site linking back 
to the operation center where-ever located in CoCo or Within the 
state of California. 


During the fire SEASON, ARS works closely with. and provides 
communication assistance for, the State Department of Forestry 
(CDF) in their mission to prevent or Suppress wild land fires. 
ARS also provides radio equipped patrol vehicles (personally 
owned by the operators) for use during periods of known or 
predicted high fire risk conditions. 


When no crisis xists, ARES operators provide communication 
assistancein various Walk-athons, bike~athons, 

athletic events, and other activities of a DuUBLlic service 
nature, 


The CoCo ARES has long standing. and frequently used, mutual aid 


agreements throughout the Bay Area. THis group provided 
assistance in the Marble Cone Fire, Santa Cruz floods. tubes faty 
floods, and many other such Gnergencies aa se past. 


Communications assistance was also brovided during —the FParcifie 
hurricane EWA, the Mexican earthquake, and the Columbian quake 
during the recent past. 


When disaster strikes, ARES/RACES will be on the scene ASsistina 
in the mitigation of public losses and individual suffering.
